To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District 
Council  of  Farnham. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  tenth  Annual  Report  upon 
the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District  during  the 
year  1937. 

The  birth  and  death  statistics  are  not  quite  so  good  as  last 
year,  and  there  was  an  unusually  large  number  of  cases  of 
diphtheria,  but  in  all  other  respects  the  health  of  the  District 
has  been  quite  favourable. 

The  chief  improvements  of  note  which  have  taken  place 
during  the  year  are  the  provision  of  62  houses  in  a new  housing 
scheme  at  Wrecclesham,  the  partial  rebuilding  and  equipping 
of  the  Isolation  Hospital,  with  the  addition  of  18  cubicle  wards, 
the  erection  of  an  up-to-date  public  mortuary,  and  the  extension 
of  the  Curative  Post,  all  of  which  will  be  considerable  assets  to 
the  town. 

I should  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  throughout  the 
year.

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Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 


The  Urban  District  of  Farnham  consists  of  the  Town,  with 
the  following  villages  and  districts,  namely:  Hale,  Heath  End, 
Badshot  Lea,  Weybourne,  Runfold,  Compton,  Upper,  Middle  and 
Lower  Bourne,  Boundstone,  Wrecclesham,  Rowledge,  Dippenhall, 
Frensham  Vale  and  Gong  Hill. 

The  total  area  is  9,061  acres,  and  the  Registrar  General’s 
estimate  of  the  resident  population  for  the  year  1937  was  20,430. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  end  of  1937  was  5,880. 

The  rateable  value  is  £178,758,  and  the  sum  represented  by 
a penny  rate  is  £705. 

The  area  is  almost  entirely  a residential  one,  and  although 
there  are  several  small  industries,  none  of  these  is  such  as  to  be 
prejudicial  to  the  health  of  the  District.

From  a statistical  point  of  view,  the  figures  of  this  year’s 
report  are  not  quite  so  good  as  formerly.  There  is  a fall  in  the 
number  of  births,  285  in  1937  as  compared  with  298  in  1936, 
making  the  birth  rate  13.5,  which  is  considerably  lower  than  the 
average  figure  of  14.9  for  England  and  Wales. 
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There  were  a larger  number  of  deaths  than  previously,  and 
the  death  rate  of  12.1,  although  lower  than  the  average  of  12.4 
for  England  and  Wales,  is  higher  than  it  has  been  in  Farnham 
since  1927.  This  increase  was  to  some  extent  due  to  the  epidemic 
of  influenza  in  the  early  part  of  the  year. 

There  has  also  been  an  increase  in  the  death  rate  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age,  the  figure  being  more  than  double  what 
it  was  last  year,  when,  however,  it  was  phenomenally  low.

Laboratory. 

The  examination  of  Pathological  specimens  is  carried  out 
at  the  Royal  Surrey  County  Hospital.  During  the  year  the 
following  specimens  were  examined:  — 

Sputa,  16;  Throat  Swabs,  139;  Haemolytic  Streptococci,  3; 
Occult  Blood,  3;  Urine  Culture,  1;  Blood  Sugar,  1; 
Faeces,  2;  Various  5. 
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Ambulance. 

The  3t.  John  Ambulance  Association  has  continued  its  very 
excellent  work  throughout  the  year,  having  attended  372  cases, 
including  44  road  accidents. 

The  ambulance  covered  over  4,000  miles  during  the  year. 

The  Town  and  District  have  every  reason  to  be  extremely 
grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Association  for  the  very  excellent 
work  carried  out  by  them,  and  they  are  to  be  congratulated  on 
the  very  prompt  way  in  which  they  respond  to  calls.  On  three 
occasions  the  ambulance  had  four  calls  in  a single  day,  on  28 
occasions  three  calls  a day,  and  on  75  occasions  two  calls  in 
one  day. 

When  it  is  considered  that  the  members  of  the  Association 
are  working  men  and  give  their  services  voluntarily,  the  town 
has  reason  to  be  proud  of  this  service,  and  it  can  be  considered 
that  the  ambulance  facilities  are  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the 
District. 

The  only  other  ambulance  available  is  the  one  belonging  to 
the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Committee,  which  is  used  for 
infectious  cases. 

Blood  Transfusion  Service. 

The  Farnham  branch  of  this  most  excellent  social  service 
now  consists  of  20  members,  who  are  ready  to  respond  to  the 
call  at  any  time. 

During  the  year  five  members  gave  their  blood,  and  two  calls 
were  answered,  but  for  certain  reasons  the  blood  was  not  given. 

The  members  who  gave  their  blood  have  the  satisfaction 
of  knowing  that  by  so  doing  five  lives  were  saved. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  various  branches  of  the  District 
Nursing  Association.  The  nurses  are  distributed  as  follows: 
Farnham,  1;  The  Bourne,  2;  Hale,  1;  Badshot  Lea,  1. 

An  attempt  was  made  during  the  year  to  get  the  Nursing 
Associations  to  co-operate  with  the  Surrey  County  Council  in 
providing  one  or  more  whole-time  midwives  for  the  districts. 
The  Local  Nursing  Associations,  however,  preferred  to  carry  on 
under  the  old  conditions,  leaving  the  Surrey  County  Council  to 
provide  the  midwifery  service. 

The  Hale  Nursing  Association  nursed  221  cases,  paying  4,500 
visits  during  the  year.  As  the  nurse  found  that  this  was  rather 
more  than  she  could  do,  a grant  of  £40  per  year  was  made  by 
the  Urban  District  Council  for  the  purposes  of  giving  extra  help 
and  to  cover  travelling  expenses  when  required. 

The  Bourne  Nursing  Association  has  decided  not  to  undertake 
any  further  midwifery  cases,  leaving  them  to  be  dealt  with  by 
the  Surrey  County  Council  midwife,  and  they  will  now  only  have 
one  nurse  instead  of  two  for  general  district  nursing.

The  Curative  Post. 

The  Curative  Post  has  been  enlarged  to  cope  with  the 
additional  work  being  done  there.  There  are  now  six  cubicles 
instead  of  three,  and  a large  room  for  exercise  purposes  has 
been  provided. 

The  equipment  has  been  greatly  improved  by  the  replace- 
ment of  obsolete  instruments,  and  a new  Pantostat  infra-red  ray 
lamp  and  radiant  heat  bath  have  been  installed. 

This  equipment  and  the  improved  conditions  under  which  it 
is  now  possible  to  work  will  be  greatly  appreciated  by  both  staff 
and  patients. 

During  the  year  there  were  3,838  attendances  and  6,658 
treatments  given,  which  shows  an  increase  of  630  attendances 
and  901  treatments  on  last  year. 
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HOSPITALS. 


Farniiam  County  Hospital. 

This  Hospital,  consisting  of  229  beds,  which  is  being 
appropriated  by  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  County 
Council  on  April  1st,  1938,  serves  a wide  area,  comprising 
Bagshot,  Windlesham,  Camberley,  Frimley,  Ash,  Farnham  Urban 
District,  Churt,  Tilford,  Frensham  and  part  of  Hindhead. 

The  Hospital  is  well  equipped  and  has  an  efficient  operating 
theatre  and  X-ray  plant.  During  the  year,  1,232  patients  were 
admitted  and  135  babies  were  born,  showing  that  increasing  use 
is  being  made  of  the  facilities  available  there. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  X-ray  examination 
of  patients  referred  from  the  Tuberculosis  Clinic,  the  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  and  Trimmer’s  Cottage  Hospital. 

The  name  has  recently  been  changed  in  accordance  with 
the  principle  of  getting  away  from  the  Poor  Law  stigma  attached 
in  England  to  the  word  “Infirmary.” 

Trimmer’s  Cottage  Hospital. 

This  Hospital  of  30  beds  showed  a daily  average  occupation 
of  21.18.  During  the  year,  431  patients  were  admitted,  and  308 
operations,  including  109  for  tonsils  and  adenoids,  were 
performed. 

Isolation  Hospital. 

The  Isolation  Hospital  was  rebuilt  and  modernised  during 
the  year.  The  accommodation  now  consists  of  a scarlet  fever 
block  of  14  beds,  a diphtheria  block  of  14  beds,  16  single  bed 
cubicles  and  two  cubicles  with  two  beds  in  each.  This  gives  a 
total  of  48  beds,  which  should  be  ample  for  the  needs  of  the 
District  for  many  years  to  come. 

The  Hospital  now  admits  any  cases  of  infectious  disease 
considered  suitable  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  in  addition 
to  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria. 

The  type  of  case  to  which  this  is  most  applicable  is 
erysipelas  and  severe  cases  of  measles  or  whooping  cough  with 
complications.  Mild  cases  of  scarlet  fever  are  encouraged  to  be 
nursed  at  home  as  far  as  possible. 
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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Water. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  work  carried  out  by 
the  Town’s  two  water  companies  during  the  year. 

The  following  extensions  and  alterations  were  made  to  the 
Urban  District  supply: 

185  yards  of  4in.  main  in  Trebor  Avenue,  joining  up 
Great  Austins  with  Morley  Road. 

216  yards  of  4in.  main  in  Union  Road  to  replace  the 
old  3in. 

106  yards  of  9in.  main  in  the  Borough  to  replace  the 
old  6in.  from  the  top  of  Downing  Street  to  the  Town 
Hall. 

273  yards  of  4in.  main  in  Hale  Road  to  replace  the 
old  3in.  from  Osborne  Road  to  the  Six  Bells  P.H. 

Transferring  of  all  services  from  the  old  3in.  to  the  new 
6in.  main  in  Downing  Street  and  all  services  in  the 
Hale  Road  from  the  old  3in.  to  the  new  6in.  from 
the  Old  Cottage  Hospital  to  Osborne  Road. 

The  supply  has  been  s.atisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity 
throughout  the  year. 

The  source  of  supply  is  from  the  Folkestone  Beds  and  is 
obtained  by  means  of  Artesian  Wells  sunk  to  a depth  of  400ft. 
The  borings  pass  through  four  beds  of  rock  formation  at  the 
following  depths:  173ft.  6in.,  190ft.,  202ft.  and  256ft.  3ins.  The 
borings,  are  cement  sealed  at  256ft.  6ins.  and  325ft.,  thereby 
preventing  any  upper  surface  water  from  getting  into  the  supply, 
which  is  used  for  domestic  purposes.  Furthermore,  this  water 
does  not  see  daylight  from  the  time  it  is  drawn  from  the  bore 
tube  until  it  comes  out  of  the  consumers’  taps,  and  is  inaccessible 
to  the  Engine  Room  attendants  in  the  pump  room  unless  the 
machinery  is  being  raised  for  inspection  and  any  possible 
renewals,  which  takes  place  every  three  years  or  longer  period, 
unless  necessity  compels  otherwise. 

The  area  of  supply  is  approximately  two  square  miles — 
Coxbridge  to  the  Six  Bells  P.H.,  Knowles  Lane  to  top  of  Firgrove 
Hill,  St.  John’s  Road  to  Gulverlands. 

The  foregoing  information  may  be  of  interest  in  view  of  the 
large  amount  of  attention  given  recently  to  water  supplies.  In 
view  of  the  depth  of  the  supply,  it  has  not  been  thought  necessary 
to  treat  the  water  in  any  way,  as  contamination  is  extremely 
unlikely.  Samples  are  taken  for  analysis  every  three  months, 
and  the  latest  reports  are  as  follows.:  — 

Chemical. 

Appearance,  slight  opalescence  and  slight  deposit  of  mineral 
particles;  colour,  slightly  yellowish;  odour,  none;  reaction  pH., 
neutral  7.7;  free  carbonic  acid,  1.4;  electric  conductivity  at  20 
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degrees  C.,  480;  total  solids  at  180  degrees  C.,  32.0;  chlorine  in 
chlorides,  2.9;  nitrogen  in  nitrates,  none;  nitrites,  absent; 
hardness — permanent  1.0,  temporary  19.0,  total  20.0;  carbonates 
as  C03,  12.6;  alkalinity  as  CaC03,  21.0;  insolution,  0.003;  metals, 
iron  0,055;  free  ammonia,  0.0440;  albuminoid  ammonia,  0.0000; 
oxygen  absorbed  in  four  hours  at  80  degrees  F.,  0.010. 

This  water  is  faintly  opalescent  and  has  a slight  deposit  of 
mineral  matter.  It  is  neutral  in  reaction,  hard  in  character, 
though  not  to  an  excessive  degree,  contains  no  excess  of  salinity, 
and  is  of  good  organic  quality.  A distinct  trace  of  iron,  which  is 
mostly  in  suspension,  is  present,  but  no  manganese  or  other 
metals  were  found.  (Signed)  Drs.  Beale  and  Suckling. 

Bacteriological. 

Number  of  colonies  per  cubic  centimetre  or  millilitre  of 
water  growing  upon  Agar  at  20  degrees  C.  in  three  days,  5.

Smallest  quantity  of  water  giving  the 
reaction  of  the  B.Welchii  (Bacillus  Enteritidis  Sporogenes):

The  water  is  clear  and  bright,  and  of  a high  degree  of 
bacterial  purity,  in  which  respects  it  is  pure  and  wholesome  and 
suitable  for  the  purposes  of  a public  supply.

The  Wey  Valley  Water  Gompany  have  made  no  important 
extensions  in  the  area  during  the  year,  but  have  laid  five  small 
extensions  totalling  653  yards  of  4in.,  3in.,  and  2in.  diameter 
mains.  The  supply  has  been  quite  satisfactory  both  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

The  Gompany’s  sources  of  supply  for  water  distributed  in 
the  Farnham  U.D.G.  area  are  at  Tilford  and  Tilford  Meads, 
where  there  are  deep  boreholes  into  the  Hythe  Beds  of  the 
Lower  Greensand.  At  each  of  these  stations  all  out-going  water 
is  passed  through  pressure  filters  for  the  removal  of  sand,  which 
is  present  in  a slight  degree. 

Results  of  recent  analytical  reports  are  as  follows:  — 

Chemical. 

Appearance,  clear  and  bright;  colour,  normal;  odour,  none; 
reaction  pH.,  neutral  7.5;  free  carbonic  acid,  0.5;  electric 
conductivity  at  20  degrees  G.,  240;  total  solids  180  degrees,  G., 
16.0;  chlorine  in  chlorides,  1.1;  nitrogen  in  nitrates,  nil;  nitrites, 
absent;  hardness — permanent  2.5,  temporary  8.5,  total  11.0;

This  water  is  clear  and  bright  and  of  normal  colour.  The 
water  is  of  moderate  hardness,  contains  no  excess  of  saline  or 
mineral  matter  in  solution,  is  free  from  metals  and  of  a high 
degree  of  organic  and  bacterial  purity,  showing  no  evidence  of 
pollution.  It  is  therefore  considered  a pure  and  wholesome 
water,  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  a public  supply.

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  the  year  a systematic  inspection  was  made  of 
dwellings  within  The  Bourne  Valley  drainage  area,  the  object 
being  to  ascertain  whether  rain  water  and  surface  water  pipes 
were  connected  to  soil  drains.  It  had  been  found  that  during 
abnormal  rain  the  sewer  became  surcharged  and  the  Waverley 
Lane  pumping  station  had  difficulty  in  dealing  with  the  additional 
water. 

In  very  few  cases  were  rain  water  connections  found  in  soil 
drainage  systems. 

During  the  year  the  Council  granted  eight  applications  for 
short  extensions  of  the  sewer  where  development  was  contem- 
plated or  being  extended. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

During  May  and  June  numerous  complaints  were  received 
regarding  the  flooding  of  the  meadowland  on  the  south  of  the 
Town.  The  smell  from  the  stagnant  water  and  mud  caused  a 
serious  nuisance.  It  was  found  that  an  obstruction  had  been 
placed  across  a subsidiary  stream  and  that  the  River  Wey  itself 
had  in  one  position  become  silted  up. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Thames  Conservancy  and  the 
Surrey  County  Council,  extensive  improvements  were  carried 
out  and  the  nuisance  abated. 

Informal  notices  were  sent  to  a number  of  cottagers  living 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  river  to  stop  the  practice  of  throwing 
rubbish  into  the  bed  of  the  stream. 

Careful  attention  was  paid  during  the  year  to  the  condition 
of  the  river  and  streams,  and  no  pollution  except  that  mentioned 
above  was  detected  or  reported. 
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Closet  Accommodation. 

When  the  outside  districts  or  villages  were  provided  with 
a main  drainage  system  about  14  years  ago,  some  of  the  cottages 
were  so  situated  as  regards  levels  and  distances  that  connection 
to  the  main  sewer  was  not  made.  These  still  retain  their  earth 
closet  system,  but  in  each  case  ample  garden  space  is  available, 
and  in  tbe  majority  of  instances  the  Council  make  a weekly 
collection. 

A list  is  being  prepared  of  these  dwellings  and,  where 
possible,  consideration  will  be  given  to  the  making  of  short 
extensions  of  the  sewer  to  enable  the  premises  to  be  connected  by 
being  brought  within  the  statutory  distance. 

Public  Cleansing. 

By  arrangement  with  the  Surrey  County  Council,  the  Council 
arc  now  dumping  dry  house  refuse  on  land  off  Tilford  Road 
which  is  intended  for  future  development.  When  this  is  done, 
dumping  will  be  continued  on  the  11  acres  of  ground  in  Guildford 
Road,  Runfold,  acquired  last  year  by  consent  of  the  Ministry.

Shops. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Surrey  County  Council,  who  are 
the  Local  Authority  under  the  Shops  Acts,  notices  setting  out  the 
conditions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Sunday  Trading  were  posted 
throughout  the  District. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

No  serious  nuisance  was  detected  during  the  year  from  this 
source. 

One  informal  notice  was  sent  regarding  the  smoke  from  the 
chimney  shaft  of  the  newly-erected  laundry  in  Hale  Road,  and  no 
further  complaint  was  necessary. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  only  Swimming  Baths  in  the  District  are  the  Council 
ones  off  South  Street  and  one  at  Frensham  Heights  School.  A 
small  private  bath  at  Moor  Park  is  not  now  in  use. 

In  the  Council’s  Swimming  Baths  the  water  is  purified  by 
means  of  filtration,  chlorination  and  aereation.  The  pool  at 
Frensham  Heights  has  no  filtration  system,  but  is  treated  with 
chloride  of  lime. 

The  Town  baths,  by  arrangement  with  the  Surrey  Education 
Committee,  are  used  by  an  increasing  number  of  secondary  and 
elementary  school  children,  who  attend  during  school  hours. 

Reports  on  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  Baths  are 
submitted  hereunder:  —

Bacteriological.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

During  the  year  two  dwellings  were  discovered  to  be  infested 
with  bugs;  neither  of  these  properties  were  Council  houses. 
Communications  were  addressed  to  the  owners  of  the  properties 
stating  the  conditions  found  to  exist  and  setting  out  the  steps 
proposed  to  be  taken.  Every  assistance  was  given  by  both  owners 
and  tenants. 

The  methods  adopted  were  to  remove  all  papers  from  the 
walls  and,  where  necessary,  skirtings  and  architraves,  and  to 
treat  with  a strong  solution  of  insecticide  specially  prepared  for 
the  purpose.  The  treatment  was  entirely  successful,  and  no 
further  complaints  were  received. 

Schools. 

The  general  standard  of  construction,  lighting  and  ventilation 
of  the  Schools  is  good,  and  they  are  all  provided  with  a supply 
of  water  from  the  main. 

With  the  exception  of  the  Wrecclesham  Senior  Boys’  and 
Girls’  School,  which  still  have  earth  pails,  all  are  connected  with 
the  main  drain. 

Three  Schools  retain  the  trough  system,  but  in  one  case 
instructions  have  been  given  for  the  sanitary  accommodation 
to  be  reconstructed  and  brought  up  to  date. 

Where  the  troughs  still  exist,  ample  and  regular  flushing  is 
ensured  and  no  nuisance  has  been  detected  or  reported. 
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Public  Mortuary. 

This  new  huilding  situated  in  Victoria  Road,  Farnliam,  was 
completed  during  tlie  year.  The  premises  comprise  post-mortem 
room,  mortuary,  viewing  room,  waiting  room  and  sanitary 
accommodation  and  were  completed  at  a cost  of  £645. 

The  rooms  are  very  light,  airy  and  conform  to  the  most 
modern  standards  of  a mortuary.  Being  centrally  situated  close 
to  the  Police  Court  House,  yet  unobtrusive,  the  building  will 
fulfil  a long-felt  want  in  the  town. 

The  Public  Health  Department  are  responsible  for  the  control 
of  the  building,  which  is  utilised  by  those  portions  of  Hambledon 
Rural  District  and  Guildford  Rural  District  coming  within  the 
police  area,  in  addition  to  the  Farnham  Urban  District. 

Petroleum  Filling  Stations. 

There  are  on  the  register  66  petroleum  licence  holders  and 
seven  carbide  of  calcium  stores  in  the  district. 

Frequent  and  systematic  inspections  have  been  made  during 
the  year,  and  no  accidents  of  any  kind  have  occurred. 

Except  for  having  found  it  necessary  to  call  attention  in 
two  cases  to  the  necessity  of  keeping  proper  fire  extinguishing 
apparatus,  the  licence  holders  appear  to  have  carried  out  their 
obligations  under  the  Act. 

Attention  was  given  to  the  circular  issued  by  the  Home  Office 
relating  to  the  danger  of  explosion  in  disused  tanks. 

Housing. 

During  the  year  the  Ministry’s  approval  for  the  erection  of 
62  houses  at  Wrecclesham  was  received  and  the  scheme 
commenced. 

To  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  in 
relation  to  overcrowded  cases,  it  was  found  necessary  to  provide 
houses  with  larger  bedroom  accommodation.  The  scheme 
includes  cottages  with  two,  three,  four  and  five  bedrooms. 

The  secondary  survey  and  measurement  of  rooms  under 
the  Act  was  completed  and  the  owners  of  properties  affected 
were  furnished  with  the  requisite  information.  The  completion 
of  the  survey  showed  80  cases  of  overcrowding;  32  of  these  were 
living  in  houses  belonging  to  the  Council,  and  the  remainder 
chiefly  in  the  town.  Hale  and  Heath  End. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  improve  conditions  by  the 
transfer  of  tenants  living  in  the  smaller  type  of  dwelling  to  a 
larger  house.  It  was  found,  however,  to  be  a difficult  business, 
as  tenants  were  unwilling  to  leave  the  premises  in  which  they 
had  lived  for  years. 

Much  remains  to  be  done,  but,  by  the  careful  selection  of 
tenants  for  the  new  houses  at  Wrecclesham,  which  are  becoming 
ready  for  occupation,  a great  step  in  the  right  direction  will  be 
made  by  providing  better  dwellings  with  all  facilities  in  a 
healthy  neighbourhood. 
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The  Council  have  not  embarked  upon  a slum-clearance 
scheme,  but  good  work  has  been  accomplished  by  individual 
repair  and  reconstruction  of  old  houses.

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  dairies  and  cowsheds  were  inspected  at  frequent 
intervals  during  the  year,  and  the  general  standard  of  cleanliness, 
with  one  or  two  exceptions,  was  quite  good.  The  Surrey  County 
Council  at  their  small-holding  farm  at  Coxbridge  provided  new 
brick-built  dairies  and  a model  cowshed  with  new  drainage 
system  and  outfall. 

During  the  year  48  samples  were  examined  bacteriologically. 
These  samples  were  obtained  not  only  from  farms  within  the 
District,  but  from  purveyors  outside  the  area  supplying  local 
dairies  and  consumers. 

Copies  of  the  analyst’s  reports  were  forwarded  to  each 
purveyor,  also  to  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the  District 
from  which  the  sampled  milk  was  produced. 

The  reports  showed  the  following  results:  Accredited:  11 
taken,  two  unsatisfactory.  , Pasteurised:  six  taken,  three 
unsatisfactory.  In  the  case  of  ordinary  milk,  23  were  satisfactory, 
while  eight  were  considered  unsatisfactory  on  account  of  a high 
bacterial  count  or  by  the  presence  of  B.Coli. 

In  the  latter  case,  further  inspections  were  made  to  improve 
conditions  at  the  farms. 

In  order  to  improve  the  standard  of  milk  production  I am  of 
the  opinion  that  there  should  be  more  co-operation  between 
Councils  and  County  Councils  by  the  interchange  of  information 
regarding  farms  and  dairies. 
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Investigation  into  the  cause  of  the  unsatisfactory  samples 
of  pasteurised  milk  showed  the  bottling  plant  at  one  of  the 
dairies  to  be  at  fault.  The  firm  have  now  installed  a modern 
bottling,  washing  and  filling  apparatus,  which  appears  to  be 
working  with  efficiency,  and  no  further  trouble  has  been 
experienced. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  on  the  register:  25 
cowkeepers;  14  dairymen;  40  purveyors;  10  milkshops. 

Adulteration. 

The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  administration 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928. 


During  the  year  samples  have  been  taken,  with  the  following 
results:  — 
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Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  foodshops  of  the  Town  and  District  were  regularly 
inspected  during  the  year,  together  with  those  premises  where 
foodstuffs  were  prepared  for  sale.  Attention  was  also  given  to 
the  fruit  stall  at  the  bottom  of  Castle  Street,  and  to  the  condition 
and  cleanliness  of  the  vehicles  in  which  food  is  conveyed  to 
wholesale  and  retail  shops. 

Mention  may  be  made  of  the  fact  that  all  the  butchers  of 
the  Town  have  glass  fronts  to  their  shops,  which  from  a hygienic 
point  of  view  is  highly  desirable. 

The  slaughterhouses  are  regularly  visited  and  the  majority 
of  carcases  inspected  at  the  time  of  slaughter.  There  are  seven 
slaughterhouses  scattered  throughout  the  District  (five  registered 
and  two  licensed).  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  times  of  slaughter 
often  coincide,  it  is  impossible  to  inspect  all  the  animals  killed. 

Many  of  the  slaughterhouses  are  old,  badly  lighted  and  do 
not  conform  to  modern  standards.  The  provision  of  a public 
abbatoir  would  be  a great  improvement.  The  compulsory  use 
of  the  humane  killer  applies  to  all  animals.

Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious  and 
other  Diseases. 


Two  notable  features  in  relation  to  infectious  disease  were 
the  occurrence  of  an  epidemic  of  Flexner  dysentry  at  a local 
school  and  the  large  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  notified 
during  the  year. 

None  of  the  cases  of  dysentry  was  serious,  and  the  majority 
made  a rapid  recovery.  A thorough  inspection  and  investigation 
were  made  and  a number  of  improvements  in  the  kitchen 
departments  were  suggested.  Samples  of  milk  and  water  were 
examined  bacteriologically,  but  the  source  of  infection  was  not 
found. 

It  is  many  years  since  we  have  had  as  many  as  46  cases 
of  diphtheria  during  the  year.  Many  of  these  were  of  a very 
virulent  laryngeal  type,  from  which  Klebbs-Loefller  bacilli  were 
often  not  cultured  and  four  cases,  terminated  fatally. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  one  of  these  cases  had 
been  previously  immunised  against  diphtheria,  and  this  case  was 
extremely  mild. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  influenza  was  very  prevalent, 
and  epidemics  of  mumps,  chickenpox  and  whooping  cough  in 
the  schools  were  rather  troublesome  to  s.chool  routine. 

The  new  cubicle  blocks  at  the  Isolation  Hospital  were 
opened  during  the  year  and  have  been  found  to  be  very  useful 
in  accommodating  severe  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough, 
as  well  as  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria. 

Antistreptococcal  serum  is  used  as  a routine  in  all  severe 
cases  of  scarlet  fever,  and  the  patients  are  kept  in  hospital  for 
42  days  from  the  onset  of  the  disease. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

A clinic  for  this  purpose  is  held  once  a month  at  Brightwells, 
the  method  adopted  being  a single  injection  of  Alum  precipitated 
toxoid,  and  the  children  are  Schick  tested  three  or  four  months 
later. 

Attention  has  been  concentrated  on  the  infant  departments 
of  the  local  schools,  and  the  majority  of  the  children  attending 
Badshot  Lea,  Hale,  East  Street  and  the  Church  of  England  Schools 
have  been  immunised  during  the  year. 

It  is  now  considered  that  a greater  percentage  of  immunity 
is  obtained  by  two  injections  of  0.1  c.c.  and  0.5  c.c.  of  A.P.T. 
and  this  method  is  now  being  adopted. 

No  cases  of  epidemic  jaundice,  which  has  been  s.omewhat 
prevalent  in  this  neighbourhood  in  recent  years,  were  reported 
during  1037.
